.the buzzard by mistake 

He striped the, bell 
buzzard’s* neck and the chipp and 
searred piege of brass is now oa display 
in’s jewellery store window at Athens. 
Serttched on the surface of the bell is 
the Unte, 1882, indicating the amazing 
fact. that the buzzard had lived for 44 
sents with this brass bell slung aground 
its. neck. : 

Re bel] natures. about two inches 
across the bottom. A piece ia ‘* bitten” 
out of the edgeas if with clippers and 
the, entire surface is scratched And ware 
ved’ by use. The wire by which ib was 
snspended from the buzzard's neck in’ 
almoss worn in two. No one ever, sees 
a brass cowbell nowadays like the one 
this old’ bell bay af the sky’ ‘wore and 
the wire attached to it is_not,. like 
modern galvanized wire. - Everything 
points to.the fact- that the date, 1882, 
scratched on ‘the bell is, right and that 
the huzzard wore this heavy piece of hrass 
around ita neck for nearly half a 
century. © 

The carving on the surface of the ‘bell 
was cone with a blunt knife ‘nnd in addi- 
tion to the date, the name “ Joel Minc. 
Lanville.” is easily discernible, .” 

Since .the oldest inhabitants can re- 
nyember, a belled buzzard has beer’ ap- 
pearing periodically inthe south, alarm- 
ing - the countryside with its weird 
tolling. Tt has been heard in-so many 
places, has scemed to cover such in- 
credible distances and has” evaded fire- 
arms and traps so cleverly, that many 
had come to consider the story & myth,. 
while the superstitious attached to it a 
supernatural significance. . 

But there has been no myth-about the 
belléd buzzard. At least, about. this one. 
Farmer Birchmore not’ only killed the 
creature but. brought the old veteran of
